4 officers, suspect shot 
during York manhunt

A domestic violence call that 
turned into a manhunt resulted 
in the shooting of four law en- 
forcement officers near the 
South Carolina city of York, 
about 35 miles southwest of 
Charlotte. 

At least one of the four is in 
critical condition, according to 
York County Sheriff’s Office 
spokesman Trent Faris. 

The wounded included three 
York County Sheriff’s deputies 


and one York city police officer. 
York County Sheriff Kevin Tol- 
son identified the injured offi- 
cers as sheriff’s K-9 deputy 
Randy Clinton, Sgt. Buddy 
Brown, Detective Mike Doty 
and York police Sgt. Kyle Cum- 
mings. 

Doty, who has been with York 
County Sheriff’s Office for 12 
years, was in “very critical” 
condition at Carolinas Medical 
Center in Charlotte, Tolson 
said. “He is clinging to life.” 

The suspect in the shooting, 
Christian Thomas McCall, 47, 
was shot by law enforcement 


during the pursuit. He is in cus- 
tody, and his condition has not 
been released. 

“I am devastated; our officers 
are devastated,” Tolson told the 
Rock Hill Herald. “The entire 
sheriff’s office family is devas- 
tated. We all feel as though we 
were attacked.” 

York Police Chief Andy Rob- 
inson told the Rock Hill Herald: 
“This is the worst-case scenario 
for officers and their families, 
and right now we are concerned 
about all of them. ... This is what
